GOE will be sold as a super-cartridge (A LA BASIC 
IE) that will include a drawing program word 
processor) printer drivers, fonts, and an Icon 
editor. Current plans are to sell the cartridge for

There are 2 new (?) prograas out to help you get 
Near Letter Quality (NLQ) froa your old tired dot 
natrix printer. The first to cone out is called 
Dot-Magic. 1 have heard that this was originally 
called Daisy Dot II. but the author of Daisy Dot 
asked that the nane be changed because he was 
working on Daisy Dot II. Dot-Magic is written in 
Compiled TurboBasic. and so it will only run on 
Il/IE aachines. It coaes with bare bones 
instructions, but if you send a donation to the 
author, he will send eore detailed instructions. ( I 
have this progran. and hope to have it on a TA1G DDM 
in the rear future. It is a nice prograa. ) 

Daisy Dot II has been released by Roy Goldnan. and 
it has a couple of new features that take it worth 
having. T he big advantage is that it has been 
re-written in C> which Beans all 8-bit aachines can 
run it. And you can now use SpartaDOS with it! Both 
of these prograas are Public Doaain/Shareware. so 
pick then up as soon as you can.

Hers is a tip for SI212 aodea users froa Ian 
McLaughlin of Kelowna. B.C. : 


If you open up the SX— 212 and reaove the octal 
shield, you will notice a place on the board aarked 
SH2. You will notice that there are 4 resister-like 
things soldered in here between pins 3114, 4113. 
5112. and 6111. These are juapers! Use a solder 
sipper to clean out the 16 holes, and then solder in 
a S way SPST dip-switch (Radio Shack # 275-1331) in 
this position, aaking sure that switch 11 is next to 
pin II on the board. Now you have control over the 
functions of your aodea! Use the following chart to 
set the switches, the asterisks show the default 
positions’

If you are an avid user of the Atariwriter+ 
word processor and use the P : R : Connection* I have a 
tip that will save you a lot of grief. 

It seeis that there is a bug that will lock up 
the progra* and cause the loss of your file. This 
proble* will occure after using the spelling 
checker. Uhen exiting the spelling checker and 
reloading the word processor portion of the program 
the lockup will prevent couplet e reloading of the 
word processor. Don't despair* there is a fix for 
this problem.
